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It takes Magic to master the code.the magie contained in the world of 
practice.with pratice learning the code ie eimple without it,1it is 
impossible.add determination to practice and success is assured. unless 
you are determined,you will not practice, and vise versa. 

Before discussing the mechanics of learning the code,why should 
you want to learn it ?from the unselfish viewpoint,it is a publie servis 
service. The main reason the gowerment is willing to set aside vauable coe 
batide of radio frequencys for the amateur is because his training and ek 
BKill are assets of the country,eepecially in a national emergency. 
and in the eyes of the armed services,the amateur,s code proficiency is 
invaluable . 2 

From the selfish viewpoint you must be able to send and receive the 
code at a speed of I0 WPM.before you cun obtalirn an Amateur license, and 
if you are considering Radio operating as a career cade knowledge is ess 
ential, even if you are not,learning the cede is sacrifice. 1% permite you 
to get on the air with a minimumof equipment and ie fun.this can be proved 
by listening on almost any amateur band. no one is forcing ali those CW 
STATIONS TO USE CODE: you will too.many of them have modulation equi pment 
but they like code 

You are learning the code yoluntarily, and must study in yanr spare 
tine.being a willing student is @ tremendous psychological advantage ,and 
being able to devote only short periodsat a time to it is not necessarily 
ahandicap- while it may take a little more slapsed time to master the 
codespending 50 minutes a day on it than it would if several hours a day 
were available, the time spent in actual etudy will behuch less. in other 
words, two I5 minutc periods may be more productive than ons period lasting | 
an hour.regularity is the important thing. fifteen minutee a day are mush © 
better than two hours om¢ce a week. 

How long it will taken to master the code depends greatly on the 
individual, but it is wise to expect to spend 100 hours inactual practices 
before bieng able to to sopy I5 WPM solidly the canadian amateur code 
eXamination is at a speed of IO words a minute it is therefore advimble 
to have the code up te I2 WPM for a 2 WPM cushion to take care of a slighi 
loss of speed caused by nervousness at the time of the examination. 

The code Is an auditory? method of communication and should be learred 
a8 auch. do not memorize 1% frem a printed chart except as a last resorts 
ideally you should not ever look at a code chart untill you already Know the 
eode Ther are four ways of learning the code. under the tutorship of a 
Skilled operator, going to a code class sponsored by a redio club or at one 
Of the local schools, atudying with another student,or studying entirely 
alone most students a combination of several but working with a tutar is 
undoubtedly the best method.
